The Altona Council election on August 27 is shap- 


ing into a closely fought contest. 
Four candidates have accepted nomination: only 
three can be elected... and all four leok; like being well 


supported. 





Cr, Steve Clement, the 
only candidate who has al- 
ready had a term in coun- 
cil, will have obvious 
support from Altona coun- 
cillors, as will Mr. David 
Graham and Mr. Graeme 
Hosken. 

.Mr. Graham and Mir, 
Hosken were in fact ap- 
proached by Altona 
councillors to nominate 
for the council. 

However, while the 
other candidate, Mrs, June 
Smith is in many ways the 
“dark horse” of the elec- 
tions, she is expected’ to 
poll well, particularly with 
women voters, 

Should she win a place 
on-the council she would 
only be Altona’s second 
woman councillor. 

The first was Mrs. Cath 
McIntyre, who served on 
the council from 1957 to 
1960.
